DROWNED IN A MINE 


Flooded by the Sinking of the 


Mlohlgamee River. 


TWENTY-EIGHT MERLOSETHEIR LIVES 


While Eighteen Others Have a Narrow 


Escape—Criminal Carelessness Re- 


sponsible lor the Awful Catas- 


trophe—Beyond Recovery. 


CRYSTAL FALLS, Mich., Sept 29.— 


With a terrific rush the waters of the 
Michigamee river broke through a bed 
weakened by miuing into the Mans- 
field mine, between 0 and 10 o'clock 
last mjfht, drowning twenty-eight men 
who were at work directly under the 
cave-in. There were forty-six men in 
the mine when the accident occurred, 
but eighteen of them who were work- 
ing in the lower levels managed to es- 
cape. 


None of the bodies hftve been recov- 


ered, and it ia believed it will be neces- 
sary to divert the channel of the river 
before they can be secured 


The news was slow in reaching the 


outside world. The nearest telegraph 
office is at Crystal Falls, &ix miles 
away, and though a railroad track 
runs into the Mansfield mine camp, it 
was only used to haul out ore and to 
bring in -supplies 
A courier carried 


the news to Crystal Falls late last 
night, but not until this morning was 
it sent abroad 


It in believed to have been the worst 


disaster that ever occurred in the Lake 
buperior iron region 


When the night shift went onduty it 


wa* noticed that more water was com- 
ing into the mine than usual, but no 
aliirm was felt by those at the pumps, 
as they managed to keep the "drifts" 
five* 


The miners, pursued their work as on 


eveiy night when they started in to 
pass the twelve hours under ground 
earning bread for their families 


Suddenly, a few minutes after 9

\\ere warned m time to escape A few 
minutes after 9 o'clock they heard an 
ominous roar, and at once suspecting 
the cause, dropped their picks and fled 
for their lives Tho water, pursuing 
ab it did the devious course necessary 
in running from one level to another, 
was already ankle deep in the lower 
levels when the men reached the shaft, 
iind were drawn up from what seemed 
certain death. 


Tho nows of the disaster sped on 


swift wings throughout the little ham- 
let, and a wild cry of alarm wab voiced 
by the inhabitants as they rushed from 
their homes and gathered about the 
shaft just as the last one of eighteen 
men was brought to the surface alive. 


When the cause of the accident was 


explained to the anxious inquirers a 
cry of horror went up as they realized 
that the long-expected and much- 
dreaded accident had taken place at 
last, and brought with it the results 
so long feared by the wives and moth- 
ers 


Thei e was a call for volunteers, 


^\hich was at once answered, to de- 
scend the only available shaft and suc- 
coi, if possible, any man who might 
possibly be found alive. But the cour- 
age and strong intent of the hardy 
miners was of no avail, as the waters 
had already reached the' lower levels, 
and the angry roar which greeted the 
would-be rescuers as they peered over 
into the dark channel at once pre- 
cluded all hope of rescue, and tho 
twenty-eight men were given up. 


All night the water poured into Its 


new-found bed, and not xintil 9 o'clock 
this morning did it resume its natural 
course after having effectually filled 
every cavity of the great mine 


The death of these twenty-eight men 


marks the end of the Mansfield mine, 
for unless the river can be forced to 
seek another channel, the bodies can 
not be secured, nor can this rich de- 
posit of iron ore be worked again. 


The Mansfield mine is situated on 


the banks of the Michigameo river, 
about six miles east of Crystal Falls, 
the county seat of Iron county, and 
hus been worked between three and 
four years and has shipped about 00,- 
000 tons of bessemer ore. The depres- 
sion in the iron trade has closed prac- 
tically all the mines in the Crystal 
Falls district, awtd the Mansfield was 
almost the only one from which any 
ore was being raised, the fine quality 
of its product enabling it to keep on 
working 
The ore lenses dipped rap- 


idly beneath the stream and for more 
than two years the chief workings 
have been directly under the bed of 
the river 


There has been much trouble with 


water, and predictions have not been 
wanting that the river would some 
day break through the roof of the 
mine. 


No measures looking to a rescue of 


the bodies of the dead have yet been 
determined on. A careful survey of 
the ground by competent engineer* 


will have to be made, and the first 
step toward getting into the flooded 
•workings must be to divert temporarily 
or permanently the course of the Mich- 
Ig&mce river and then pump out the 
mine.

ANARCHY IN SPAIN. 


Pallas, the Bomb-Thrower, on Trial by 


Court-Martial. 


BARCELOXA, Sept. 30.—The anarchist 


Pallas, who threw two bombs at Capt - 
Gen. Martinez do Campos last Satur- 
day, was court-martialed yesterday. 
He was brought into court with hia 
hands tied behind his back, but the 
president of the court ordered tbat the 
ropes be cut and gave him a seat near 
the president's table. Pallas was ap- 
parently unconcerned for his fate, and 
diverted himself during the proceed- 
ings by playing with the inkstand be- 
fore him. His appearance indicated a 
small amount of intellect His head is 
small and covered with, a thick, coarse 
lot of hair. His eyes are narrow but 
keen. He has long, white, lean hands, 
which show no trace of manual labor. 


After the reading1 of the charge Pal- 


las declared loudly that he would com- 
mit the same crime a hundred times 
over if he had the opportunity. He 
had no accomplice, and was alone in 
his responsibility for the deed He was 
aorry that he had not killed Campos, 
whom he had hated ever since the cap- 
tain-general defeated the republicans 
in 1H70. Pallas would not make any 
further statement

president to have him n moved from 
the room 


After the hearing was over, Pallas 


was brought back to hear the prose- 
cutor's address 
When the prosecutor 


demanded "In the name of outraged 
society and for the sake of civilization" 
that the prisoner be sentenced to be 
shot, Pallas shouted: "Agreed. There 
are thousands to continue the work." 


His counsel appealed for clemency 


on the ground that the prisnei's mind 
had been deranged by demoralizing 
literature 
Pallas, who had twisted 


his mustache in ostentation indiffer- 
ence during his trial, shook his head to 
deny this imputation upon his sanity. 


The court adjourned immediately 


after Pallas'counsel finished his address 
to consider the sentence. The decision 
probably will be announced to-day.

Borne of the Maoon girls found 
out about this arrangement, and tbey 
promptly demanded 4 cents per bucket 
for peeling tomatoes, or an equivalent to 
the round trip fare to Moweaqns, There 
was quite a stir among the peelers for a 
few minutes, while the leaders ot the 
strike were trying to influence others to 
join them. Those who quit were finally 
ordered home and those who remained 
settled down to work once more. Two 
ot tbe strikers o&ms back later on and 
want to work.
